| Town Counsel F redricS.O*’Brien 
| is being asked to interpret the 
statutes regarding holidays, and 
the application of the blue-laws. 

And until this is done, the Select- 
men are holding up permission re+ 
quested by the Raytheon Co. to 
work Saturday, Nov. 11.

Selectman 
William Stewart noted that con= 
siderable confusion resulted over 
the inclusion of Columbus Day = 
and he asked that the town counsel 
define exactly what the town may 
permit in the way of work. 

None of the Selectmen appeared 
to object to Raytheon working = 
explaining that the nature of the 
work performed at the local plant 
makes it practically mandatory to 
give permission. 

But they did want to know what 
would happen if the chief of police, 
for example, refused permission to 
some other company, then the 
chairman of the Selectmengranted 
it without realizing the request 
had once been turned down.

It’s also 
assumed that town officials do not 
enforce traffic laws on the basis 


of how much hardship it would 
cause, or because a person in 
question had long been in the habit 
of violating road laws. 

‘Some of the problem of zoning 
law enforcement in Andover comes 
from the fact that both the Planning 
Board and the Appeals Boardtreat 
the laws in sucha way asto nurture 
disrespect for them. The laws are 
approved with the hope of 
improving the town’s welfare, 
which is to be progressive in 
keeping the town countryside as 
much as possible. 

**However, many decisions are 
handed down on the ground that 
because there are some things in 
a given zone that do not comply 
with that zone’s character, then 
more such sub-standard entities 
should be allowed, thus defeating 
the law by Board action and driving 
the town, by design, into city 
conditions. 

“In particular, businessmen 
generally like Andover because 
they sometimes can charge more 
because of the character of the 
town. On the other hand, each 
time a businessman wishes to 
establish, or carry ona business 
from within these improved areas, 
he actually is undermining the 
select market he finds so 
desirable. And that sort of action 
is the mark of too many in business, 
as witness the universal need for 
urban renewal after business men 
have had control of an area for 
several years. 

‘Accordingly, progress for An- 
dover requires much better 
enforcement of all zoning laws.’’

Considerable interest has been displayed, in reference 
to the continuing legal action involving the School Com- 
mittee and Benjamin F. Dimlich, as to where the School 
Board will get the money to pay legal fees and costs. 


Supt. Edward I. Erickson has offered the comment 
“We'll find it ’’ — and this is about where the matter 
stands. 


It is obvious that legal fees and costs for the current 
year will be paid from a budget that does not contain any 
items labeled ‘‘legal fees’’ — rather, the money will come 
out of some other budget item. Maybe repairs and main- 
tenance will be decreased; possibly money from the fuel 
item, if it is not used entirely, will be sidetracked for the 
fees. From whatever source, it appears certain that the 
money will be ‘‘found’’, in a budget that the School Com- 
mittee promised, last March, was as tight and economical 
as possible. 

“‘Finding’’ this money within such a budget must cer- 
tainly result in decreasing some other service — maybe 
some repairs won’t be done, that had been scheduled as 
of last March. Or perhaps the ‘‘finding’’ of the money 
will decrease a potential surplus that would otherwise be 
turned back to the town. 

And what about next year? 

If the School Committee puts a special item in its 
budget for 1962, there is the chance that the voters will 
vote it down. Then there wouldn’t be any funds to pay for 
the Supreme Court appeal approved by a majority of the 
Committee. But to do other than insert a special item 
would only indicate that the budget was padded some- 
where, to cover these costs.
